Mr. lla»cn first told how tho great 
olicnil.il l,avol8lcr completely rovo- 
Ititlonlr.ed tho conccpllun of tho nature 
nf tnntler nnd tho universe by dcmon- 
Ktrallng tlinl water is composed of 
hydrogen and oxygen in the pro- 
Pbrllonn of two to ono by volume and 
eleven to eighty-nine by weight. To- 
day this l.s considered so elementary 
thai il is diftlcull for us to realize 
ot what great importance it was at 
that time. 

Tho speaker thon went on to 
cnumcr,ilc the physical properties ot 
water, laying special .stress on tho fact 
that on belnK cooled It contracts 
regularly down to four degrees Centi- 
grade; but on being cooled still further, 
it expands very considerably down to 
tho freezing point, and still more on 
solidifying. Tie pointed out that if tlii.s 
were not so, tho rivers would frcrzc i 
solid In winter, and the surface water | 
would form a protection to the ice at ' 
Ihe boltom in summer, so that this 
part ot the globe would be uninhabit- 
able.

TEE most striking impression that one 
gets when one picks up and attempts 
: read a textbook describing the history 
« certain,^&ture for the general reader 
is the 'âïïï^èss of the style and arrange- 
ments of the material. All the important 
"facts are there, but they are set forth in 
such a manner that the reader immediate- 
•ly comes to the conclusion that history 
must he a verj' àry subject indeed. 

Once in a very long time the reader 
asmes across another book, dealing with 
•'"the same material, and yet written in a 
5 .;greatl7 different manner. The facts, in- 
l'jîatead of being treated as dull common- 
.Iv5>l*c6s, are dre.ssed up in the clothing of 
aniagination, and vested with a peculiar 

■ quality of clearness and liveliness. The 
-events are brought up before one's eye? in 

= .sdvid pictures; one sees what is happen- 
ing, and almost lives it. The reader is 
•dra-wn forcibly to the "book by its verj- 
spirit, instead of being repelled by its 
stoâglness. 

Not that we wish to deny that much 
- depends upon the indlvidnal. One person 
• can read a book and find there the basis 
^for a brilliant play of the imagination; 
another will see nothing but so many cold 
"words. Eut for the same individual, there 
are vast differences in the; presentation 
of general Mstorj-. 

To take an example, these differences 
Î jnay easilj' be seen in various outlines of 
I the industrial development of England. 

■ One. author will state that a certain advance 
^vas jnade in such a year by a certain per- 
son «nd that it revolutionized the indus- 
try. Tliis is a pretty commonplace fact. 

. And yet another writer will take the same 

■ lact and picture the change that it made 
îin the daily life of the average man in 
•;8uch a way that the story ibtecomes inter- 

|i^sting and vivid. 

1 We hereby wish to make a most de- 
tvout plea that more of this latter type of 
Jiistory textbook be written. Only by this 

^ ^eans can the average man get a glimpse 

'r of -events as they really were.

Tho 
former work outllnea the early 
hiatory ot applied goophyslca 
and in a mine of Information on 
relatad llteratura, but l« written 
rather for the specialist than tha general reader. 
The latter work i» n collection of eaaentlally apo- 
clallst papers on detalla ot procedure and prno- 
tical ^wk. 

In the prêtent work, Profa. Bvo and Keys 
have attempted to produce a conolso and reoaon- 
aWy detailed text-book on applied geophysics, 
auttable for phyalciats, geologists, and mining en- 
gineers— In abort, for all who may In their* prac- 
tical work require ,\ fairly complete knowledgo ot 
thia subject. It m.\y bo snlu thnt thoy have most 
decidedly siioceoded in U>olr difficult task. They 
have carefully stcorcd between the dubloun imag- 
inativeness oC tha 'popular' account, and tho bleak 
Inhospttality of tha 'specialist' exposition, and have 
produced a sound, well-balanced treatlac. The en- 
gineer or geologist who is not thorousTiIy fîunlllar 
wiUi phj-aical principles can yet derive a booiI 
working knoinledgc ot these gaftpbyalcal niotiiods, 
and obtain a well-reasoned asisesement ot the rela- 
tive applicability ot eaali method to a particular 
problem. On tho other hand, no difficulties ore 
shirked, ao that the physicist can obtain * correct 
insight Into the basic principles undorlylns each 
method, and a satisfactory treatment of the 
methods and apparatus employed. Where he wish- 
ed for further enlightenment, he la referred to ex- 
tant papers written by apeciallsts. In this latter 
reepect, 9iowever, the bibliographical references are 
not quit* so estensivo as could be wished, but 
furUier references appear at the end of the book. 
Beek Oeicrtbad 

The first fifteen ps^res of the votumo arc de- 
voted to an introduction containing a sketch of 
Uic history and principles ot geophysical methods 
as applied to the location ot minorais, and reveal 
tho essentially practical outlook of the authors. In 
Chap. H (pp.16-52) magnetic metho^ls arc discussed 
and a very lucid account presented of tho prin- 
ciples and apparatus employed. 
Chap, ill <pp.61-lli) is concern- 
ed with electrical methods, and 
more particularly with carth-re- 
sistivlty measurements, to whloh 
the authors have riven especial 
prominence l>ased on their own 
field testa. Their treatment of 
the potential methods is rather 
scanty, and would bear «mpllfi- 
cation in vlaw of the amount o-f 
material available. 

On the other hand. In Chap, 
iv., which deals with eleclromagnetio methods 
wherein the variations in the cleotromagnetio field 
are measuurcd by means of search -oolls, the au- 
thors have within the acope of ST pages presented 
by far the best review of these methods that has 
yet appeared. The vital problem of tho elliptic 
polarlaailon of th« field due to phise différences 
Ijolween the oonstltuont electroniagnelio vectors is 
boldly doall v/lih. Chap. v. (pp J49-182) detalla the 
gravitational method, and wlillat l.horoughly houiuI, 
would be Improved by a few examples of theore- 
tical cffecla due to various «impie types of struo- 
turo and more details or nuantilatlve iiiterpretntion 
made posslijlf; Ijy ronBirter.ation or nuoli typiis. ,Mso 
tlie posïlbillllcii Df iaogani rop/csentnlion aic 
ra.thuf acinilly (]lsnii»acil. .'^alsmlo methods ain 
discussed in ilio twciity-sovoi) pages of r!hap.

produced. Kurthcrmoiv, wntor has tho 
lilgihest latont hc!vl ot any Known 
liquid. 

Water Is essentially the prodiicl of 
combustion, lielng hydroEcn oxide, tho 
re.^ull of hydrogoii burning In oxygon. 
It unusually .stable, two thousand to 
twcniy-fivo hundred degrees Contl- 
grado being required to Occoniposo it 
unless it is d«compoBod by cleotrol- 
csis, the only other method. 

Ice is a cr>*stallIno solid, tho 
crystal,"! lieing hexagonal In shape. 
They fonn the most beautiful crystals 
greeted j ijnown to science. They vary a great 
deal In sixo and shape; but no matter 
'how complicated' they moy appear, 
they aro all built on tho simple 
hexagon. 

Properties 

On account of its high solvency 
water is never found pure In Xature 
and always contains somo ' mineral 
matter, the relative percentage of 
which varies- greatly, but sometimes, 
for commercial purposes, it has to be 
softened artlfiei.illy. The most Im 
portant use of water Is in drink and 
In domestic uses, for which it must 
be free from - bacteria. First, it Is 
cx.amlned for the number of bacteria, 
then it is given a fermentation test 
for gass-producing bacteria and for 
bicolae. Then a certain anient of 
alum Is put Into water, this form's a 
sort ot Jelly aad poUects all tho mat 
ter in suspension, as well as tho germs 
that are in the water, into this jelly- 
like formation which is then filtered 
off.
